The subject of onr illustration 
this week, J. G. Rich, Esq., of this 
town, is one of the oldest and best 
known citizens of this place, and 
one of the first hunters and trap¬ 
pers of the whole lake region. 

Mr. Rich was horn in, New Shar¬ 
on, Me - ., in 1820, in. April before the 
state - was incorporated - in . Sep¬ 
tember. He was'edheated in the 
high school ah Farmington,; and 
later followed the" sea' for five 
years. " In 1842hewentto .Roxbury 
Mass; , And ’ soon afterward * was- 
married to iMiss Mary N. Day, 
who for forty years was a faithful 
helpmeet, sharing with him the 
hardships of his forest home, and 
cheerfully braving the.wild beasts 
of the boundless forest, that her. 
husband might follow his chosen 
vocation. In 1844 they "with theii- 
little son, afterward. Dr. J. B.\ 
Rich who recently died in Worces¬ 
ter, Mass., left their home and 
friends at Roxbury . and . went .to 
Moose lookmeguntic lake in the 
“wilds of Maine.” Here they .re¬ 
mained for about two years-and 
then went to Middle Dam, where 
they lived for six years. They 
then moved tq Letter B, - now-Up- 
ton, where fof seventeen years' Mr, 
Rich made his headquarters for 
hunting, guiding and trading.. 

Mr. Rich, built the first public 
camp ever opened in the Jake • re¬ 
gion. This .camp was at Middle 
Dam, and he named it the “An¬ 
gler’s Retreat,” a. name -that -has 
ever since clung to the Middle 
Dam camp. 

When Mr. Rich first landed in 
the Maine woods he was thirty-two 
miles ffom a post office or - store, 
and. his stock iii trade consisted of 
thirteen steel traps, an"axe, a -few 
household utensils and eighty 
cents in cash. Eight years later, 
when fie moved to .. Letter B, he 
had as a result of his fishing -and 
trapping, over two ,-thousand dol¬ 
lars in cash, and Mrs. Rich had 
about $500. which she had-saved 
up. */This in addition to support¬ 
ing a large and rapidly increasing 
family. -In this connection j we 
would add that Mrs. Rich yvas the 
mother of fourteen [children, three 
of whom were horn - while they 
were, living twenty miles or more 
from; their nearest , neighbors. 
Here, too* death entered their' for¬ 
est home, and one little- one was 
laid ’neath the. whispering leaves' 
of the lonely-forest, by the side of 
Keqka, the wife of, the old Indian 
hunter, Mettallak.. . . ,, }• 

.My.. to 

•the Phillips Phonograph. some 
time ago, we. clip the' following, 
which gives a’ little insight to his 
life at this time: - * - 

“In the year 1845 jvhile liying on the 
Haines pl%ee or Adams farm, so- called; 
So. 4, Range 2, and afterwards, on- the 
Richardson farm on the. border of,- the 
next lake'^with mywife.andone .child, 
I had a few traps with which-I :decided 
•to try my luck at trapping;for furl game 
• The country in every direction was a- 
dense forest of original growth .of i pine, 
spruce, hemlock and hard wood. -Mount¬ 
ains and swamps, -rivers, - brooks; ponds 
and lakes in every, direction, as’, far as 
the eye could reach; no human habi¬ 
tation to be seen in the forest; ;.No 
white man had ever been into these re¬ 
gions for an occupation or for livelihood. 
Where the moose, caribou and deer, the 
bear, wolf, lynx, -fisher, beaver, .otter, 
mink, martyn, and many other fur 


devoted much of his time to the 
pension business, and has obtain¬ 
ed a great many pensions for de¬ 
serving people. He has several 
hobbies, rabbits being one of them. 
During the last- twelve years he 
has sent about 5,000 to Massachu¬ 
setts and other states, having 
shipped 500 or more the present- 
winter. ’ He is a, man of sturdy 
character, kindly in his disposi¬ 
tion, ready to help the afflicted and 
alleviate their sufferings, and a 
Sympathetic and loyal friend. He 
has written a great deal, for the 
M a.ino sporting papers, and has for 
many years been the Bethel corre¬ 
spondent for the Norway A rlver(fa- 
er, and the' large circulation • of 
that paper in this place is almost 
wholly due to the efforts of Mr. 
Rich. Hince the Nejm was estab¬ 
lished here last Jane Mr. Rich has 
taken a lively interest in it, and we 
are indebted to him for many' fa¬ 
vors. Almost daily he drops in to 
furnish a bit of useful information, 
and during last summer our desk 
daily bore evidence, of his t hought¬ 
fulness in the form of most beauti¬ 
ful flowers from his well attended 
garden. He is a great lover of 
flowers, and-has in the proper sea¬ 
son one of the best flower gardens 
in town. That he may long he 
permitted to walk the streets of 
Bethel and cheer the dwell ers in 
this beautiful place by his kindly 
face and pleasant words, is the 
wish of the editor. - - 


hearing animals had full scope, roamed 
unmolested and in perfect freedom. 

It was at that time as nearly the 
hunter’s paradise as could ever be hoped 
for in the state of Maine, and it all look, 
ed inviting to my tenderfoot mind. It 
seemed that whichever direction I might 
take into the forest or over the lakes, I 
must find game in abundance. 

The occupations of hunting and trap¬ 
ping, although new to me in every sense, 
were not altogether of choice, hut the 
only apparent opening for me to earn a 
living, although I always had a natural 
liking'for it., 

From my youth I was fond of variety. 
I had followed the sea, and had roamed 
half the world over, which prepared me 
for the rough life "I soon had to expe¬ 
rience. Now I am more than seventy 
•’years old, it makes me tremble as I think 
of the harrow escapes and great perils 
I have been through by night and by 
-day,in sumrhef and winter, on water 
■and.undeY water* on mountains.and. in 
swamps, starving, freezing, overcome 
by heavy loads and traps, rain storms, 
snow and slept, in the night time as well 
as day. I sometimes lost all hope and 
was only saved from these by fierce 
struggles as 1 thought of my loved wife 
and hapes in the wilderness twenty 
miles from the nearest- neighbor, over 
kikes-and mountains covered with un¬ 
broken forests. Tam not writing .ro¬ 
mance, .hut real .life and experience, 
sho.uld one-half of which he written in 
full very few, if any, would believe it. 
I never heard of a family in.this state so 
isolated as we were. All the food and 
necessaries of life exceptmg fish and 
wild meat had to be carried on my hack 
twenty miles in Winter, on snow-, shoes, 
over mountains, and only by spotted 
(blazed) trees. 

In sickness we had to he our own 
doctor and nurse—-it was impossible to 
/get a physician—audit is surprising 
how soon w.e became acquainted with 
common .treatment and learned to apply 
the remedies furnished by Nature in 
curable herbs and balsams of the,forest. 
We learned the great and useful lesson 
of depending upon ourselves under, all 
difficulties, “Trusting in God and keep¬ 
ing our powder dry,” doing our best, 
and always hoping, working, and trying 
to give a helping hand to any 
whom we found in distress. So we have 
prospered and enjoyed -out share of life, 
roaming through the wilds of nature 
and drinking in the sweets and blessings 
which Nature provides.” ’•> 

Mr. Rich never hunted in com¬ 
pany with anyone; he had his own 
line of traps, and always made his 
journeys alone. His regular route 
carried * him over a distance of 
about sixty miles, , and he was 
about a week in making the trip. 

Capt. Kimball and George Soule 
were among the earlier hunters of 
the region, and for them Mr. 
Rich formed strong attachments, 
but he preferred to hunt alone and 
share his profits with his wife.- " 
The fur and so forth secured was 
sold- in-New York, and in later 
5 r ears New. York parties would 
come to Upton to trade with him. 
A good mink Would then bring 
$10.00, and a bear frequently: 
brought $50.00. Mr. Rich states 
that he has during, his lifetime 
killed, seventy-three hears, fifty 
moose, about the same number of 
caribou, over two hundred Canada 
lynx, and hundreds of beaver, Otter, 
mink and other fur-bearing ani¬ 
mals. * ' - . ; . ; : / ■ 

The old huiiters of that period 
have all been called to the happy 
hunting grounds. Not one; of 
those-who then roamed the wild- 
woods are row left. • 

, In 1S70 Mr.’ Rich moved from 
Upton and has since made his 
home in Bethel. Mrs. Rich "died 
in 4884, and two years later Mr. 
Rich ‘married-Mrs. H. 11. Gore, 
with whom he now resides. lie 
has been a justice of the peace 
since 1852, and has attended to a 
large amount .of legal business

We 
found about a 'cnpfui, and drank 
that, and we went- down farther to 
see if we could find more, and fa¬ 
ther saw a hedgehog and killed it. 
We came up to the top of the 
mountain and went to picking 
berries, we didn’t hear - anything 
of the others so father halloed but; 
they didn’t hear him-;- and, they 
said after, that they, halloed to us 
but we didn’t hear them- 

The boy who was with us saw' 
another hedgehog and he says, “I 
am going to-kill him,” So he 
picked up a stick and started and 
ran after him,“but the hedgehog 
was too fast for him so -he- didn’t 
catch him. Father -and I picked 
a bushel of blueberries that day.. 

You can see as far from Red 
Rock Mountain with the naked eye, 
as you can from the highest mount¬ 
ain. in the Uni ted States.

She was a 
young lady of more than ordinary 
ability. At school she led every 
class and was ever the -moving 
spirit of the school. •' • 

She possessed a high intellect, was 
very literary in her tastes, and ac¬ 
quired an education that was not 
confined to text books. Probably no 
young lady in the town exerted so 
great an influence. In school, in 
the church, and in the social circle 
she was the recognized leader, and 
her keen sense of right and her pure 
Christian character made her 
safe and worthy leader of the large 
number of young people who form¬ 
ed her associates „ She was the first 
of about thirty young people who 
were converted during the year 
1884, and ever since that time she 
has been actively engaged in 
church work. In the social meet¬ 
ings she was ever ready with an 
apt quotation or a pleasant word, 
and even in the presence of death 
she. wrote in her diary, “My Savior 
is with me this afternoon.” On the 
leaf of her testament, which she 
took to the hospital with her, she 
had written opposite the twentieth 
verse of the seventeenth chapter of 
St. John, the words “I believe,” and 
her life has ever Shown that she did 
most implicitly believe in ber 
Savior. Her death is particularly 
sad, only thirty-three years of age, 
rendering very material assist¬ 
ance to her husband "in his church 
work, with hosts of friends in every 
part of the state* pleasant home 
and family ties—there will long 
remain an aching void in their 
hearts, and her loss will be keenly 
felt for many long years. Our sym 
pathies go out to them in their af 
diction. 

The funeral services took place at 
Milan, Friday,March6th, The Rev*. 
0. E. Clough officiating. The tele¬ 
grams, letters and floral tributes 
which came from Bristol, where 
she had lived three years, tell 
something of the esteem in which 
she was held there.
